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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is a national stage entry (371) of PCT/FR03/00942, filed March 25, 
2003. 

2. Claims 21-27 are currently pending. 

Unity of Invention 

3 . Claim 2 1 , as currently amended, is directed to an invention that lacks unity with the 

invention originally claimed for the following reasons: it recites the special technical feature 

"processing the first read signal by passing it through a first band-pass filter and a 
serially connected first amplifier; processing the second read signal by passing it through 
a second band-pass filter and a serially connected second amplifier; supplying an output 
of the first amplifier simultaneously to a first multiplier and a first delay circuit; 
supplying an output of the second amplifier simultaneously to a second amplifier and a 
second delay circuit; supplying an output of the first delay circuit to the second 
multiplier; supplying an output of the second delay circuit to the first multiplier; and 
supplying outputs of the first and second multipliers to a differential amplifier and low 
pass filtering an output of the differential amplifiers to generate a low-pass filter which 
constitutes the radial error signal Sr whose sign and amplitude represent a radial 
positioning error", 



which special technical feature is not required by the claims which were originally presented and 
already given action by the examiner. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 21 & 22 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed 
to a nonelected invention.
